CMGI 
pulls 


plug 
in town 


Company moves 
to Charlestown

First CMGI, the once- 
mighty Internet company, 
punted on the Patriots stadium 
naming rights. Now, it has left 
Andover, too. 

CMGI, which once 
employed 5,600 to 5,800 peo- 
ple in Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut, now shares an 
address with its last remaining 
company, SaleLink Corp. of 
425 Medford St., Charlestown, 
according to the address listed 
on its Web site. At last count, 
it employed about 100 people. 

“We've moved to 
Charlestown,” said a paralegal 
who answered the phone at the 
company yesterday. 

Repeated calls to the com- 
pany for comment were not 
returned. 

CMGI, chaired by David S. 
Wetherell, once commanded 
more than 70 companies, 
some through investments, 
some as direct operating com- 
panies, and boasted that mil- 
lions of computer-users saw its 
Web sites everyday.

Three years ago, it pledged 
$114 million over 15 years for 
the right to have its name and 
its subsidiaries’ names 
attached to the stadium being 
built for the New England 
Patriots. In August 2002, just 
as the season began, it negoti- 
ated a new contract under 
which Gillette Co. claimed 
naming rights. 

A peek yesterday into the 
CMGI’s first-floor office at 
100 Brickstone Square 
revealed no receptionist on 
duty where once the phones 
were busy. 

Its elaborate sign with its 
logo highlighted in blue was 
lit. A telephone sat on the floor 
in the reception area. 

In January 2000, CMGI’s 
public holdings topped $11

Pomps Pond 80th birthday 


Swimming hole — named for slave — has interesting past

Pomps Pond’s 80th anniversary as the town 
swimming hole passed without making a splash 
this week. Storms and threatening thunder kept 
the beach clear, and, besides, few were aware that 
Aug. | was the actual anniversary of the beach 

“A lot of towns would like to have something 
like this,” says head lifeguard Jim Delaney on 
Tuesday afternoon. The sun was out, but swim- 
mers had left early for the day because of inter- 
mittent rain. Lifeguards and beach personnel took 
advantage of the break to clean the beach and bail 
the water from some of the Sunfish sailboats. 

Delaney says the beach is usually crowded 
with young swimmers and their parents. 
But 80 years ago this week, the same 
stretch of Pomps shore was quite differ- 
ent. 

According to Bessie Goldsmith's The 
Townswoman’s Andover, published in 
1964, the pond was originally completely 
surrounded by pines “casting their shad- 
ow in the water and giving it a dark and 
sinister appearance.” 

In the summer of 1923, residents 
became interested in creating a beach. 
Goldsmith credits the Andover Townsman 
with using money from a subscription 
drive to get the beach started. “I think they 
sponsored the thing, got the ball rolling,” 
says Andover historian Julie Mofford. 

The paper raised $931, which was 
enough at the time to clear an area for the 
beach, hire two lifeguards, and purchase a 
diving raft and two tents, which were the 
only original shelter at the pond. 

In 1924, Town Meeting appropriated 
$2,000 to maintain the beach and a bath- | 
house was added. The next spring saw | 
more improvements, with toilet facilities 
added to the bath house. 

Andover historian and high school 
teacher Jim Batchelder came across the 
pond’s anniversary date while doing 
research on the pond. Batchelder learned 
to swim at Pomps. “I think most adults

my age in Andover ~ that’s where they learned to 
swim,” he says. 

Batchelder says, even in his childhood, the 
beach was closer to its natural form. He says there 
were more trees and the beach was much steeper. 

In the days before refrigeration the pond was 
used as for harvesting ice, he says. Some residents 
may also remember when the Cross Coal C ompa- 
ny put benches on the backs of their trucks and let 
the town use them to transport kids to the beach 

Today the beach is maintained through proper- 
ty taxes and season passes. It costs $45,000 to

The plan to create the 
eight-lot Celestial Estates 
subdivision off Lincoln 
Street would not have 
been shot down by the 
Conservation Commis- 
sion 10 years ago. Back 
then, Andover did not 
have any certified vernal 
pools. But protecting one 
of the town’s vernal pools 
was precisely the reason 
given by the commission 
for denying the Celestial 
Estates plan this summer 

Thus, vernal pools are 
Showing that they may 
become the latest issue in 
Andover that can halt a develop 
er’s plans, and protect open 
space. 

A vernal pool is a temporary 
body of water that provides a 
home and breeding ground to 
small creatures - such as fairy 
shrimps, salamanders and frogs 
— that could not survive without 
them. The pools tend to fill with 
water every spring and dry up by 
the end of summer. During the 
past decade, Andover has gone 
from having zero certified vernal 
pools to having nearly 100 

In 2001, 4,589 acres or 22 
percent of Andover was protect- 
ed land, such as AVIS reserva- 
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Fairy shrimp are among the wildlife 
formed in temporary freshwater 
pools in the early spring. 


tions or parcels of conservation

Could vernal pools, in effect, 
add to the amount of protected 
land in Andover? Though many 
vernal pools may lay within the 
boundaries of land already 
deemed unbuildable or protect- 
ed, that is not always the case 

Vernal pools are subject to 
some protection,” said Donald 
Cooper, Conservation Commis- 
sion chairman. “Certainly there 
can never be a development in a 
vernal pool.”

Lyme disease isn’t as rare as most 
people might think — and it appears to 
be on the rise. 

In fact, last year, 14 cases were 
reported in Andover, jumping from four 
reported cases in 2001, and two in 
2000. If untreated, Lyme disease can 
cause long-term musculoskeletal, car- 
diac and/or neurological problems. 

“This year already, we've seen quite 
a few cases of Lyme disease,” said 
Joanne Martel, a nurse for the Andover 
Public Health Department. As of Aug. 
5, six cases have been reported in town. 
“It’s a tricky thing,” she said. “You can’t 
pinpoint when a person became infected. 
It could be from an old tick bite from 15 
years ago.” 

Spending a lot of time outdoors 
increases the risk of contracting Lyme

diseases. Avid hiker Marta Hornidge of 


Andover is living proof of that. Last 
summer she was bitten by a tick and 
developed the bull’s-eye rash that some- 
times indicates Lyme disease. 

The ironic part: Her doctor was the 
son of Willy Burgdorfer, the doctor who, 
in 1981, discovered the microbe that 
causes Lyme disease. 

This wasn’t even the first time 
Hornidge was bitten by an infected tick. 
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“I got my first tick bite kayaking way up 
near the Canadian border a few years 
back,” she said. She was treated locally, 
and forgot about it. Sure enough, she 
got a call two weeks later, and the tick 
that bit her was a Lyme disease carrier 
She was treated with antibiotics 

“I always check myself well,” she 
said. “You can almost feel them craw] 
ing on your skin. They creep up my 
trousers.” So far this summer, she 
reports having two or three bites, “They 
go in [the skin] by the head, and you can 
see their little feet sticking up. I tried to 
pull them out, but their feet break off

In addition, reported cases of Lyme 
disease in Massachusetts have been on 
the rise for the past five years. Dr 
Fredric Cantor, state veterinarian at the 
Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health, division of epidemiology and 
immunization, provides two reasons for 
the increase. First, as people become 
more aware and educated about Lyme 
disease, they are more likely to report 
Secondly, the deer population is 
on the nse. Ticks need to bite a deer to

In later stages, treat- 
ment has not been standardized 
An early symptom of Lyme dis- 
ease is a small rash at the tick 
bite.

It 
often starts as a small, red area 
and then may spread, leaving 
what appears to be a doughnut- 
lixe hole in the middle.

ing to Cantor. Doing a tick 
check every 24 hours is a majot 
step in preventing Lyme disease, 
he said. Cantor recommended 
wearing light-colored clothing, 
which makes it easier to spot 
ticks, as well as tucking pants 
into socks when in high-risk 
areas, such as the woods or tall 
Lyme disease is most 
commonly spread from May 
through the fall, when ticks are 
most active. 

Local camps post literature 
about Lyme disease, and Camp 
Evergreen’s nurse, Michele 
Siegfriedt, said there have been 
a few tick bites so far this sum- 
mer.

been the ones to notice the tick 
bites.” She said the ticks were 
sull on the surface of the skin, 
and they were removed before 
the ticks had time to fully 
embed. Camp Evergreen, locat- 
ed on Jenkins Road, also gives a 
presentation about Lyme disease 
during camp orientation. 

Karyn Martin, of the Spar 
and Spindle Girl Scout Council, 
said there have been no reported 
tick bites this year, and that 
Camp Maude Eaton sends infor- 
mational packets home to par- 
ents about tick bites, Lyme dis- 
ease, and the importance of 
checking their kids each day 
when they get home. 

There is no longer a vaccine 
available for Lyme disease. On 
Feb. 25, 2002, LYMErix, a vac- 
cine that used to be available, 
was taken off the market by 
Glaxo Smith Kline, a pharma- 
ceutical company. Its official 
statement is that “sales of 
LYMErix were insufficient to 
justify the continued investment 
in marketing, distribution and 
manufacturing.” 

Cantor said new vaccines are 
being researched and will hope- 
fully be developed.

The beach director is 
Andover High School teacher 
Brian Parker, who also runs the 
sailing program.

Pomps Pond was named after 
Pompey Lovejoy, a former slave 
who lived in Andover. Lovejoy 
was a popular man in town and 
lived in a cabin on or near the 
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joy, 


shore of the pond. He used to 
swim in the pond, which is how 
it got its name. 

Lovejoy and his wife, Rose 
Foster Lovejoy, another former 
slave, used to make cakes and 
ginger or rootbeer for town elec- 
tions. His cakes were called 
“Jection cakes” and their origi- 
nal recipe as well as an updated 
recipe, are on record at the 
Andover Historical Society. A 
chair made by Lovejoy is also 
on display there. 

Lovejoy is buried in the 
South Church Cemetery. His 
gravestone reads “Pomp Love- 
Feb. 23, 1826. Born in 
Boston a slave, died in Andover 
a free man. Much respected as a 
sensible, amiable and upright 
man.”

On Tuesday morning, about 
25 people from around Andover 
and other towns gathered in the 
Park to draw support for their a 
cause. The issue? Breast-feed- 
ing. 

“There’s far less illness in 
the first year and hospitals see 
less in respiratory and GI (gas- 
trointestinal) illness in babies 
who are breast-fed,” said 
Browne of Andover, who is 
breast feeding coordinator at 
Holy Family and Lawrence 
General hospitals. “Growth is 
better for those who are breast- 
fed until six months,” said 
Browne. 

Every year, a national sup- 
port group for breast-feeding 
celebrates its cause the first 
week in August. This year, 
Andover hosted a local celebra- 
tion. 

After meeting in the Park, 
breast-feeding supporters 
marched to Memorial Hall 
Library where local pediatrician 
Susan Browne talked about 
infant nutrition and the health 
benefits of breast-feeding for 
babies and their moms. 

Browne said breast-feeding 
helps women lose weight more 
quickly and therefore, helps 
them get back in shape more 
quickly. In addition, women 
who breast-feed have been 
shown to get breast cancer and 
uterine cancer less than women 
who don’t breast-feed. Acute 
postpartum depression happens 
less among women who breast- 
feed, Browne said. 

Kim Hearst of North

Just this year, a Merrimack 
Valley Breast-feeding Coalition 
was formed to coordinate efforts 
between local health agencies 
that work with mothers and 
babies. The group plans to even- 
tually honor three local breast- 
feeding-friendly doctors who 
help them with promotions. 

In addition to Browne and 
Hearst, other walkers included 
nutritionists from local hospitals 
and women who work at WIC 
(Women, Infants, Children), a 
national group that services low- 
income moms and babies. WIC 
has several offices around the 
state, including one in 
Lawrence. Dressed in blue T- 
shirts, WIC workers talked 
about being much more than “‘a 
formula depot. WIC lends sup- 
port to moms in all phases of 
baby nutrition including coun- 
seling,’ Browne said. 

Grace Green, the breast-feed- 
ing coordinator at Lawrence 
WIC, said, globally, the average 
woman breast-feeds her baby 
until the age of 4. In America, 
the age is 1. This group plans to 
work on getting that number 
higher.

The scariest place was Dead Man’s Bushes. 
There was an aged, life-worn man who lived up 
the street from us. Every night this poor soul 
would walk through the Park on his way home. 
One night, he went into the bushes and died. I 
was about 6 or 7 when we watched the hearse 
drive him away. We kids knew the exact spot 
where he died, and although we might go near 
the spot, we'd never touch it. Sometimes one of 
the older kids would say he had heard moaning 
sounds come from that spot. 

The trees in the Park used to be huge. Hurri- 
cane Carol, in the mid-'50s, took a couple; the 
others just got old and died. Billy McCullom, 
who was co-captain of the 1956 Punchard High 
School football team, with my brother Bucky, 
used to climb to the top of the highest one and 
hang by his legs. [Punchard High School was the 
name of the town’s public high school, and was 
named after Amos Punchard, who donated the 
money needed to allow the town open its first 
High School. Although you would now have to 
be more than 60 years old to have gone to Pun- 
chard, the school and name had a proud tradi- 
tion. Many of us feel that the town treated Mr. 
Punchard in a shameless manner by not perma- 
nently memorializing him in a significant man- 
ner. | 

That tree disappeared when I was in college. 
The brook disappeared shortly thereafter. 
Believe it or not, the town covered it over. 

We kids used to look forward to the floods. 
About once every couple of years there would be 
a sufficiently wet spring or big storm to cause 
one. Hurricane Carol and her sisters in the mid- 
"50s, gave us the biggest floods. 

The water would often spread from our back- 
yard on the east side of the Park, to downtown on 
the west. It became a good-sized pond. The 
Playstead would be inundated, and the lazy 
stream called Rogers Brook became a swirling 
river. [The Playstead was the place where Pun- 
chard’s and later Andover’s schools had their 
playing field; it is the open expanse east of Town 
Offices and adjacent buildings.] It was wonder- 
ful. Out would come the boats, and we would 
paddle across the Park. It was strange to see 
familiar houses in a different setting, and 
stranger still to see bushes and park benches 
under water. 

I don’t think my parents got the same uplift 
from the floods. Our house was the one most

Budget problems the result of manager’s inaction, not school contracts 


Editor, Townsman: 

Recenily, the Eagle-Tribune wrote an 
article entitled “Unions compete for scant 
resources.” I feel somewhat compelled to 
reply to a comment made by our town man- 
ager, as well as one made later in the article 
by a School Committee member. 

The article reported that many town 
union contracts are coming up for renegotia- 
tion, in this time of cascading deficits driven 
by the state budget. It soon reported our 
town manager informing the Finance Com- 
mittee that the latest school contract of three 
years ago was “unusual in that teachers won 
significant pay raises.” This in turn, the town 
manager reported, caused other unions to 
come io him saying “just give us what the 
teachers got.” 

Poor Buzz Stapczynski. What’s a town 
manager, with no idea or interest in what 
challenges the school department faces, to 
do? 

Did he remind the FinCom, at the same 
meeting, that he is the chief financial officer 
of the town, and that he signed off on the 
contract? No. 

Did he remind the FinCom that he was 
invited to be a part of the negotiations, which 
went on for a year, under the non-confronta- 
tional, interest based bargaining system? No. 

Did he remind the FinCom that the Fin- 
Com itself had high praise for the innovative 
content of the contract, which went well 
beyond the simplistic 3.7 percent, 3.1 per- 
cent, 5.0 percent raise schedule? That the 
contract called for the union to give up pre- 
viously bargained for gains, in order to 
finance other items that it, as well as the 
school administration, desired?

Secretary of State Colin Powell should not 
call Saddam Hussein ‘trash’; he’s a person 


Editor, Townsman: 

“He’s a piece of trash waiting to be col- 
lected. The noose is tightening.” This 
sounds like dialogue from a gangster 
movie, right? Would you be surprised to 
know that these words were attributed by 
the Reuters News Network to Secretary of 
State Colin Powell in his recent comments 
about Saddam Hussein? 

So you ask: “What's the big deal?” 

The big deal is that no one can write 
off someone’s humanity because of their 
words or actions, no matter how evil or 
ruthless or genocidal they may be. The 
human condition has always had its good 
side and its bad side, its yin and its yang, 
its light side and its dark side. 

So why would the secretary of state use 
the imagery of trash in describing another 
human being? The answer is that it is part 
of a continuing strategy to demonize an 
enemy. It’s easier to kill something, than 
to kill someone. While the secretary of 
state has the right to think and privately 
say what he wishes about another political 
figure, a line is undeniably drawn when he 
makes public statements in his official 
capacity as a senior official of the United 
States government. 

Throughout human history, the dark 
side of humanity has long been recog- 
nized. Human society over time estab- 
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lished various systems of justice to address 
wrongdoings: laws and regulations 
restricting certain behaviors and that 
established punishments as a consequence 
of unacceptable behaviors. 

But now the secretary of state wishes to 
redefine Saddam Hussein as NOT being 
human, not being subject to the same laws, 
rules, and systems of justice to which all 
other human beings, in theory, are subject. 
If the policy of the United States govern- 
ment is to assassinate Saddam Hussein, 
then a simple statement clarifying that 
issue would be helpful. If the United 
States government intends to bring Sad- 
dam Hussein to justice, then the secretary 
of state needs to tone down his rhetoric 
and focus on the means by which Hussein 
would be brought to justice. 

In dealing with Saddam Hussein, the 
world community will be watching the 
United States, especially in its willingness 
to respect the rule of law. If, as reported in 
the media last week, the United States 
seeks to bring Saddam Hussein to justice, 
then remarks by the secretary of state 
alluding to Saddam Hussein as “a piece of 
trash to be collected” are not conducive to 
our respect for the rule of law, but, regret- 
tably, only pander to the law of the jungle

Home party scene Is big business 


Andoverite’s StylishShe takes home-party concept to the art of selling jewelry

The home shopping trend start- 
ed with Tupperware parties, and 
now there are parties in people’s 
homes to sell makeup, baskets — 
even lingerie. Andover’s Tricia 
Dubrow has combined this concept

TAKING PROPER CARE 


Among the biggest mistakes dental patients make is that they do not brush long 
enough. Most dentists recommend at least two minutes of brushing, including 
angling the brush and gently brushing at the juncture of the teeth and gums 
Brushing the tongue is also important because that is where most bacteria that 


cause bad breath collect. Flossing is a rust at least once a day because it reach 
es between the teeth where toothbrush bristles cannot go. Then, there is the mat 
ter of regular visits to the dentist. For a large percentage of patients, twice a year is 
acceptable, but visits every three to four months are preferable for those with a 
bridge, crowns, or a history of gum disease

Bobbling to the beat of poet Kerouac 


Andoverite leading Jack Kerouac fest sees doll draw

Pilary Holladay has found 
herself at the center of an 
international, if jiggling, 


phenomenon. 

As director of the Jack Ker- 
ouac Conference at the Universi- 
ty of Massachusetts in Lowell, 
Holladay finds herself not only 
involved with promoting Jack 
Kerouac, the writer, but also 
Jack Kerouac... the bobblehead 
doll. 

The Kerouac bobblehead doll 
is being offered by the Lowell 
Spinners minor-league baseball 
team, as a publicity tie-in to the 
English professor’s Kerouac 
conference. The first 1,000 fans 
through the gates of the Spin- 
ners’ Thursday, Aug. 21 game 
will receive the dapper-looking 
bobblehead for free. 

Since word of the Kerouac 
bobblehead doll hit the Internet, 
the Spinners have received calls 
from people across this country, 
Canada and Europe. Interest has 
been so high, the team now 
offers the bobblehead for sale on 
its Web site. 

It’s enough to give an English 
professor pause. “How are you 
going to use that for the powers 
of good?” Holladay asks, laugh- 
ing. As far as anybody knows, 
Kerouac is the first literary fig- 
ure to have his own bobblehead, 
she says. She sees the sudden 
popularity opening the door for 
other literary bobbleheads, and 
fueling interest in literature and 
the beat poets. 

Holladay, of Marland Street, 
teaches a course on the beat 
poets at the university. When 
Spinners media man Jon Goode 
approached her about the bob- 
blehead tie-in, she admits she 
wasn't clear what he was talking 
about. “I didn’t know what (a 
bobblehead) was,” she says. 

Goode wanted to make a baseball-style 
bobblehead doll in the likeness of Jack Ker- 
ouac. Bobblehead dolls depicting famous 
ballplayers have proven immensely popular, 
and have garnered lots of attention. (Some 
are offered on the Internet for more than 
$100 immediately following the games at 
which they are given out for
